** Among the articles of the new conftitution, moft 
intere(ting to all who have commercial dealings with 
the United States, the following are to be particular- 
ly noticed ; 

* The Congrefs fliall have a power to lay and col- 
leét taxes, duties, impoits, and excifes, to pay debts, 
aad provide for the common defence and general wel- 
fare of the United States ; but ail duties, ampotts, and 
excifes, fhall be uniform through the United States. 

** No money fhall be drawn from the Treafury, 
but in confequence of an appropriation made by law ; 
and a regular ftatement and account of receipts and 
expenditures of all public money {hall be publifhed 
from time to time. 

“« No State fhall enter into any treaty, alliance, or 
confederation ; grant letters of marque and reprifal ; 
coin money ; emit bills of credit; make any thing 
but gold and filver coin atender in payment of debts : 
pats any bill of attainder, ex p2/? fade law, or law 
impairing the obligatéen of contracts ; or grant any 
title of nobility. 

“ All debts contracted, and engagements entered 
into, before the adoption of this conttitution, fhall be 
as valid apain{t the United States under this conititu- 
tion as under the confederation. 

“¢ This conftitution, and the laws of the United 
States which fhall be made in purfuance thereof, and 
all treaties made, or which fhall be made, under the 
authority of the United States, fhall be the fupreme 
Jaw of the land; and ‘the judges in every State {hall 
be bound thereby, any thing in the conftitution or 
law of any State to the contrary notwith{tanding. 

“¢ The Senators and Reprefentatives, and the Mem- 
bers of the feveral State Legiflatures,.and. all execu- 
‘tive and judicial officers, both of the United States 
and of the feveral States, fhall be bound by oath or 
affirmation to fupport this conftitution ;-but no reti- 
gious teit fhall ever be required as a qualification to 
any office or public truft under the United States.”
